While it 
ranks -well “up ‘among ordinary 
jails, it lacks some of the modern 
prison improvements. 

Sinclair will be confined within 
‘the. walls of the old institution, 
for a yard is enclosed only with a 
hedge and the prisoners: are not 
allowed outside the building.

Whatever fate may await future 
efforts of the Interborough to set 
aside the five-cent fare, it has lost 
its case in the Federal courts. In 
the jurisdiction to which the com- 
pany chose to submit the issue the 
city has won a sweeping victory. 
The decision of the Supreme Court 
rejects the unanimous conclusion of 
the statutory court below: It leaves 
the way open for recourse to the | 
State tribunals, but in so doing it 
disposes effectively of some of the 
loading points made by the company 
and sustained by Judge MANTON 
and his associates. The Interbor- 
ough, for example, sought to have 
all its operations treated as a unit. 
Even the city’s investment was to 
be included in the rate base. : Jus- 
tice MCREYNOLDS, speaking for the 
majority, overrules this contention. 
Considering the subways alone, “no 
“ adequate basis is shown for claim- 
“ing that the five-cent fare rate is 
“now confiscatory.” The. decision 
supports Mr. .UNTERMYER’S argu- 
ment that the company had no 
proper ground for entering the Fed- 
eral courts. 

The result leaves the Interborough 
in something of a quandary. Will it 
begin over again and allow the 
points. at issue to come before the 
State courts, as they should have 
in the first place? Or will it aban- 
don judicial process altogether and 
perhaps join with the B. M. T. 
in seeking a broader settlement 
through unification of all rapid 
transit lines? It will hardly care to 
make so momentous a decision until 
it has read .carefully..the opinion of 
the Supreme Court and determined 
what grounds for action remain. 
Nevertheless, the. decision is likely 
to give new impetus to efforts at 
unification. When the B, M. T. 
chose to sit down with the represen- 
tatives of the city and the Transit 
Commission to work out a readjust- 
ment plan, it took a position which 
inevitably commanded greater pub- 
lic respect than the obstructionist 
policy pursued by the Interborough. 
The B. M. T.’s stand is now vindi- 
cated. At the same time the city’s 
hands are greatly strengthened, and 
it can pursue the present nego- 
tiations with renewed hope of reach- 
ing a satisfactory settlement. 

Wide political effects of the Su- 
preme Court’s decision are certain 
to follow. It cuts the ground from 
under Mr. HYLAN’s feet. If the 
case had gone the other way, he was 
ready. to charge that...it was .all 
Mayor WALKER’s: fault.. That. alle- 
gation would have been utterly 
false, -as. the Mayor has done every- 
thing that he could—for better or 
for worse—to maintain the five-cent 
fare. Still, there might ‘have. beén 
some muddle-heads who could have 
been convinced,- against the plain 
facts of the record, thet he had sold 
out to the “interests” against which 
Mr. HYLAN ever wages relentless 
war.

GOVERNOR LONG IMPEACHED. 


In order to present to the Senate 
at least one article of impeachment 
against the Governor before any 
technical question arose about the 
term of the session the Louisiana 
House selected the charge which was 
most clearly proved. This was at- 
tempted coercion of a Baton Rouge 
publisher by Governor LONG. It is 
by no means the strongest of the 
articles which the House committee 
set forth as illustrating the reasons 
why Huey LONG should not remain 
in the executive office. Coercion of 
the press is disreputable on the part 
of a public official, but the Governor 
has been accused of other acts which 
seem more likely to menace the wel- 
fare of Louisiana. Editors are 
rather used to having “ messages” 
sent to them to the effect that if 
they don’t let up on a certain official 
he will do thus and so.

Only the operations :of ,they notori- 
ous bandit-General CHANG TsUNG- 
CHANG, with the town of Chefoo as @ 
base in Shantung, and the ul 
course of the erstwhile “ Christian’ 
General” FENG remain doubtful: 
Japanese reports tend to confirm the 
statements from Shanghai that. an 
arrangement has been made between 
the Nationalists and FENG and 
Japan whereby the Japanese are to 
withdraw from Shantung and FENG 
is to take over that province. 

If this occurs he ‘will occupy the 
Strategic position in China. He will 
control a belt of territory cutting 
across the heart of the empire north 
of the Yangtse.Valley from the tip 
of Shantung into Mongolia. This is 
one of the richest sections in China. 
With access to the sea as well as 
with a base which connects with So- 
viet Russian sources of supplies, 
FENG will no longer be isolated. 
Furthermore, if, as rumored, he is to 
control the Shantung railway, which 
the Japanese occupied last year, he 


will dominate Shantung, and by con-. 


trolling the railroad junction at Tsi- 
nan will be able to cut the lines that 
connect North China with Nanking 
and the Yangtse Valley. When the 
Japanese seized Tsinan the Nation- 
alists objected bitterly that this em- 
powered Japan to cut the communi- 
cations of the Nationalists in their 
move northward. Although she 
might have done this, she did not. 
FENG may follow her example. 

The friends of Marshal FENG re- 
sent the doubts that have been fre- 
quently expressed about his loyalty 
to the Nationalist cause. But his 
previous record shows that he has 
changed allies when to do so seemed 
to him expedient. However disin- 
terested his motives, the fact that he 
has dropped old friends for new with 
little ceremony has won for him a 
reputation for instability which it is 
hard for him to shake off. In recent 
months his relations with President 
CHIANG KAI-SHEK have been marred 
by “illness,” which in China is often 
a sign of diminished ardor if .not a 
premonition of an actual break. 

Tae strength of his personal fol- 
lowing has kept General FENG one of 
the most powerful figures in China. 
So long as he remains neutral—or 
“ill”—the advantage rests with the 
Nationalists. But if he decides again 
to go his own way, the present lead- 
ers of the Nationalist party will be 
in a sorry plight. This is why so

In August, 1928, a commission .of 
eight members headed, by Lord Lre 
of Fareham was appointed to inquire 
generally into the powers and duties 
and records of the English end 
Welsh police in the investigation and 
prevention of crime and to make 
such recommendations as are neses- 
sary. Specifically, the police prac- 
tice in questioning or taking state- 
ments from persons was to be exam- 
ined. Two notorious cases had set 
the country to badgering the Home 
Secretary.

The Hyde 
Park incident involving a lady and 
an eminent economist resulted in the 
exculpation of both and the public 
impression or belief that the police 
were sometimes fussy and arbitrary.

To prevent offenses against public 
decency and the blackmailing of in- 
nocent persons the commission’ rec- 
ommends that arrests should be 
made only by uniformed policemen. 
It thinks that uniformed policewo- 
men will be especially useful in this 
field. It also makes the interesting 
Suggestion of a substantial increase 
of the women police, ‘* more particu- 
“larly in cities for patrol work in 
“uniform.” If the women voters in- 
sist on their proportionate numerical 
representation on the police, the 
formula for asking the time will 
have tobe amended. There is some 
corruption among the police, but it 
is sporadic, not general. The public 
has its part in it, and “it is mainly 
“ associated with laws out of har- 
“mony with public opinion.”

The saying that the success of a 
speech lies in the ear of the listener 
is doubly true of broadcasting and 
listeners-in. If they do not hear well, 
ithe efforts of those who speak or 
sing or perform on musical instru- 
ments: are like snuffing: up the east 
wind. Fortunately, in the case of the 
program arranged by THE TIMES 
on Saturday night to be broadcast 
to Commander ByrD and his men at 
Little America, and incidentally to 
millions of people in the United 
States; the transmission was .excel- 
lent.

In the large cities there are hun- 
dreds of young substitutes awaiting 
regular’ appointment. They could 
give good service, and that would be 
an advantage: Aged employes stag- 
ger under tasks too great for their 
years, and there.are thousands of 
unemployed. It is said, time and 
time again, ‘“‘If you don’t like the 
treatment, there are plenty ready to 
jump in.” Substitutes receive no 
regular salary. They work for 65 
cents an hour, when they do work. 
It is unfair to the regular employes 
to have them and the unemployed 
held over their heads’ asa menace, 

State and municipal .departments 
retire their employes after. twenty 
or twenty-five years of service, re- 
gardless of age. These branches of 
the public service are without doubt 
not so hard worked as are the: Fed- 
eral dxpartments. I do not® knéw’' 
why the Federal ‘Government exacts 
so much from its employes and gives. 
so little. Perhaps the employes are 
not militant enough to assert them- 
selves or insist strongly om on 
their rights. 


Many /private | corpotations ‘retire 
their aged .employes. .The men who 
have given of their best and have 
grown gray in the service of the gov- 
ernment should not be compelled to 
wait until they are bent so: low and 
are so. feeble, that they have left 
only a few months of life, as under 
the present retirement law. It is 
not unreasonable to request retire- 
ment on. $100.a month after thirty 
years, of ‘service: SROTEST.

Indians should always have -the 

right to cross the border at will to 
‘‘carry on trade and commeréce.”’ 
Jay Treaty Article Abrogated. 

The Supreme Court sustained the 
government’s contention that the 
War of 1812 abrogated that article 
of the Jay treaty. 

On the second point, that the act 
of 1924 authorizes the admission of 
aliens ‘‘temporarily for business or 
pleasure,’’ the court said: 

“The various acts of Congress 
since 1916 evince a progressive policy 


of restricting immigration. The his- 
tory of this legislation oo clearly 
to the conclusion that one of its 


aden purposes was to protect Amer- 
nst the influx ‘of’ for- 
eign bor” 

The opinion cited discussions by 
the’ House Immigration Committee 
and. the statements in.the latter’s 
report ‘on the 1924 immigration: bill 
to support the contention that Con- 
gress aimed to protect American la- 
bor. The context of these, the court 
said, “‘makes clear that ’ protection 
of American labor was one of the 
controlling reasons for further re- 
striction of immigration. 

‘In view of this definite policy, it 
cannot be bed a that Congress 
intended by admitting aliens* tempo- 
rarily for business to permit. their 
coming to labor for hire in compe- 
tition : with American workmen, 
whose protection. it was one of the 
main purposes of the legislation to 
secure.’’

Metals con- 
tinued their .strong upward. move- 
ment. »-Important advancés in sev- 
eral of the larger, firms.contributed 
mainly to the improvement in the 
instrument: and appliance factories, 
railroad shops, and auto and air- 
plane concerns. There was also a 
general upward tendency among the 
manufacturers of sheet metal and 
hardware, firearms, tools and cut- 
lery, and. machinery and electrical 
apparatus. Brass, copper, aluminum 
mills and shipbuilding yards report- 
ed irregular aeepy while. iron and 
steel plants reported a net increase.

The plant was first o 
ated as a woolen mill by Jor 
Marsh & Co. of Boston in 1865 aiid 
has been kept. in. .operation since, 
employing an average of 400 weav- 
ers. Its’ product was overcoatings 
and suitings. 
Notice of liquidation was made to- 
day by John Legg, president of the 





corporation. Bankers confirm . the 
statement that the company has, in 
addition to assets double its liabili- 


ties, cash on hand amounting to 
$100,000. The action is voluntary 
and is caused by the desire of the 
Legg family to get out of business. 
The family has controlled the busi- 
ness for nearly half a century.
